THE TAX ON CORPORATIONS 


Considerable eritiefsm is made by 
‘Conservative leaders: of the tax .on 
| Pina tncial Corporations, the principal 
| charge being that it drives money 
‘from the province and increases the 
!cost of loans to the people, ; 

Alberta’s tax is equal to the low- 

est imposed in Canada and is — re- 
garded by financiers as moderate and | 
fair. 
' Why should financiers punish Al- 
ber ta, as Tory leaders assert, when’ 
| they are'taxed more heavily in every 
other province, witk the exception of 
Manitoba, where the tax is the same 
‘as in Alberta? 


| There has been no increase in ine, 
terest, as asserted, or method of ap- | 


praising for loans as a result of the 
tax. Any difficulty experienced in 
getting loans has been due to what 
is populerly known as the period of 
financial stringency. 

! No loan company has withdrawn : 
from Alberta'as a result of the tax. 

All are doing an increased business 
and other companies are seeking ad- 
mission. A penalizing. clause in the 
act provides punishment for any 
company: attempting to make the bor | 
rowers pay the tax. 

One fifth of the revenue from. the 
taxes on corporations goes to the 

support of the provincial university. 

Corporations have many 1! millions | 
invested in Alberta drawing an ay- 
erage of cight per cent interest. Why 
‘should they object to a small tax 
for the benefit of the higher educat- 
ion and the general good of the pro 
vince? 

Nearly every province in Canada 
impeses a heavier tax than Alberta. 
‘Ontario has a graduated tax on the 
Capital of loan companies and = im-| 
Poses one per cent on the gross in- 
come besides, 

British ColumlUia. taxes loan 
panies one per cent, just double the! 
Alberta tax. Banks and insurance 
Companies are taxed in every prov- 
ince and nearly every instance high- 
er than in Alberta. 

Loan companies are not taxed on 
‘the individual loans but on the gross 
income. The tax averages §250 to 
$600 according to the business done. 
1 Ontaito derives a large revenue 
from Street railways, telephones, the 
lighting companics, etc. Alberta de- 
Tives nothing from these sources ow- 
ing to the principle of public owner- 
ship obtaining generally throughout 
the province. 

The Conservative leaders who are 

so busy denouncing the Alberta tax, 
invariably praise the Whitney govern 
ment in Ontario for imposing more 
than double the Albertn tax, and 
also laud. the McBride government in 
B.C., as statesmanlike for impcsing 
exactly double the tax imposed in 
Alberta, Why do they so persistent- 
ly in this, as in nearly all things, 
discriminate against their own pro- 
vines, 
' The Liberals have nothing to fear 
in defending the taxation of corpor- 
ations. It is a recognized source of 
revenue in every province ifi Canada 
as well as in every State in the Am- 
‘erican Union. 

As an evidence of the care exercised 
by the government in seeing that 
none but substantial trust compan- 
ies operate in the province, the casc 
of the Aetna Company, a B.C. con- 
cern, Will suffice. This company was 
refused registration because it  en- 
gaged in the sale of oil stocks and 
did other business not regarded — ar 
lecitimate for a trust company. For 

cing business without authority 
the company was prosecuted and fin- 
ed $750 by Police Magistrate Saund 
‘ers of Calgary. 

Nearly all the big loan companies 
doing business in Canada have inva- 
ded the Alberta field. The best ans- 
wer to the criticism that Capital is 
-being driven out,
